His excellency the governor and the honorable 
councilappeared in the houfe, and the oath of of- 
fice having been, adminiftered to the governor, 
lieutenant. governor and members of council, by 
chief juftice Woodbridge, his excellency arofe and 

addreffed the houfe in the following Speech. 


Gentlemen of tbe Council, and. 
Gentlemen of the Houfe of Reprefentatives, - 


IN a ftate regulated in its expenditures by the 
ftricteft rules of economy, the public approbation 
mult be the principal reward of its magiftrates. 
That I have the honor of addrefling you again, as 
your chief magiftrate, evidences the confidence of 
the fieemen in my paft conduct, and urges to ac- 
tive and zealous purfuit of their beft welfare. 

' - The conflitution of this ftate, under which we 
are now alienzuled, is happily formed on the prin- 
ciples of freedom, and has for its object the inter- 
eft of the great body of the people: To difcever 


fou j 


this intereft, will be the fubje& of your delibera- 
tions; to purfueit, the refult of your doings. 

Upon the habits, the opinions, tbe principles of 
the peopie, both civil and religious, republican 
governments folely depend : When the people are 
habituated to refpect the laws and their magiilrates, 
and, aided by the impulfes of religion, are attach- ` 
ed by political principles to their government, its 
ad.uiniftration will profper, and the people be . 
baspy. But when they are habituated to view 
their government as prodigal or oppreffive, to be 
over jealous of the character and conduct of their 
magiftrates, and from bad principles are induced 
to vilify or obítru& its public acts, and meet no 
 reftraint from religious or moral confiderations, 

the government haftens rapidly to ruin. It is 
then highly important that the General Affembly, 
as the political fathers of tie people, fhould en- 
deavour, by all candid means, to direct the public 
fentiment. To effect this, the legiflature muft 
poffefs the confidence of the people. This, gen- - 
tlemen, you wil continue to do, by enacting. wife 
and beneficiai ‘2ws; by providing for public ex- 
penditures, aad enforcing propereconomy in gov- 
ernmental expences; by electing men of abilities, 
worth and intezrity, into office ; by inculcating 
found morals, and recommending a reverence for 
the great and faietary duties of religion. 

The inftitutions of religious worfhip, and the 
eftablidhment of colleges and academiss in this 
ftate, will afford us much affiftance. While our 
youth are trained up in knowledge and viitue, 
aud the people practice in affembling for the pur- 
pofes of religious inftruction and devotion, we 
may rationally hope that good. principles will pie- 
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vail, and have their happy effe& in all our perfon- 
al and public proceedings. - o 
. The appointment to civil offices is a neceffary 
part of the bufinefs, which the conftitution afigns 
to the genéral affembly, at their annual feflion, . 
Unfortunately for our country, this has become a 
matter of difcord and party contention in iome 
parts of the union. It cannot be neceflary, and it 
cannot be expedient, to make that which the con- 
{titution contemplates as a very férious and im- 
portant duty, become amatter of party contention 
Or private intereft, By avoidingevery thing which 
has.the appearance of partiality, of intolerance and 


. private intereft, and by aiming to appoint thofe 


men who are the beft fitted and qualified to dif- 
charge the public offices and fervices, we preferve 
to ourfelves the approbation of our own. minds, 
and give to aur fellow citizens complete evidence, 
that the principles. of republicanifm are not the 
principles of contention, of intolerance, of individ 
ual intereft, or of faction ; but thofe of candor, of 
public utility, and of national profperity. 

In the tranfaction and tanageinent of publie 
bufinefs in geheral, a fpirit of candor, temperance 
and prudence, is an eifential requifite, No affairs 
of importance ean ever be done to advantage, when 
the mind is agitated with intemperate paffions, or 
inflamed by party purpofes and purfuits, In a 
ftate heretofore füpetior to fuch influences, it may 
be prefumed that they will not be permitted now 
to prevail: But that wifdom, difcretion and be- 
nevolence, will mark’ all the proceedings of thé 
prefent feffion. 


It is with much fatisfagtion Ï announce to you 
the profperous ate of our finances. The public 
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debt due on hard money orders lias been diftharp. 
ed; a-{mail annual tax will in future be fully ad~ 
equate to meet the expences of goverment. - 

I cannot omit recommending to your particular 
attention, the ftate of our militia; ‘That brave 


and. ufeful part of our fellow citizens, upon whom: ` 


the fure. and immediate defence of our country de- 


pends, are greatly deficient in military equipments ` 


athe greater part are deftitute of arms—the law 
on this fubject has lain dormant, and fix years ex- 
perience has evidenced its inutility ; the foldier 


has tound it difficult, if not impradicable, tocom- . 


ply:with it, and the officers, fenfible of this, have 
omitted to enforce it, Whether it would be prop- 
er to purchafe arms for their ufe, or by éncour-— 
aging the manufactory of arms in this ftate, and 
thereby affording the militia an opportunity of 
equipping themfelves, is worthy your ferious cón- 
fideration : Field artillery is of indifpenfable ufe in’ 
modern tactics, and ini almoft all our fifter ftatés, 
provided at the expenee of government. Two 


eld pieces to each brigade, would not be expen- _ 
 fiveor burdenfome in our prefent ftate of profperi= 


ty. A tax of fuch a beneficial intent, would be’ 
cheerfully fobmitted to by all claffes of people ; 

they would feel a virtuous pride in cherifhing that: 
military zeal which has hitherto animated the mili- 

tia of this ftate. Surely the public treafure cannot 

be better expended than for national defence. Af- 

inredly the brave, hardy militia of Vermont, have 

merited the patronage of their country as highly as 

any foldiery in the union.

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- It is not barely to the limits of this ft , that 
our political duties are confined ; ther extend 
much farther, and have relation to the whole of - 
the federal union. Happy in our own ftate by 
enjoying a republican form of government, it is 
another and important part of our political truft,. 
that we are connected with the other free ítates of 
. America, by a federal conftitution, mutually guar- 
anteeing to each other and to the whole, protection 
and defence. Our duty to the federal government 
does not depend on names, perfons, or political 
diftin@tions ; leaft of all, does it depend on hav- 
ing the other ftates uniting with us in the election 
of any particular perfon to be prefident of the Uni- 
ted States. Whoever holds that important office 
by conftitutional appointment and authority, is 
juítly entitled to all the refpect and obedtence 
Which the conftitution and the laws have attached 
to the office ; and that which in the federal fyftem 
1s to be revered and obeyed, is not any particular 
name or opinion, but national and conftitutional 
authority. There cannot therefore be a doubt, 
but that it is our duty to fapport the federal union, 
to obey the federal laws, and to do all in our power 
to fupport and preferve the conftitution and gov-^ 
ernment of the United States. 


As the increafe of population is one of the ac- 
knowledged criterions of the profperity of a peo- 
ple, I cannot refrain from congratulating you up- 
on the rapid increafe of our citizens, fince the laft 
cenfus. This will probably call for a new appor- 
tionment of reprefentitives from this ftate to the 
Congrefs of the United States ; and atthe next ane . 
nual feflion of this affembly, it may be neceflary to 
diftrict the (tate anew, for the election of a requi- 
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: fite number. of reprefentatives. At the prefent 
feflion it may be expedient to repeal the act dire&. — 
ing the £;eCtion. of: membeis of congrefs, to be 
hoiden in the month ef September next, and to 
adop*.fuch meafures as fhal! render an extraordina- 
ry feflion of the legiilature for this purpofe unnec- 
effary. | i 
I fhall be ready to concur with you, gentlemen, 
in any meafures of public utility, and humbly rely 
upon a fuperintending Providence, that all our
